Check Up Bigot’s Lies 


London.—Two reporters were per- 
mitted to entér the Carmelite convent 
at Darlington, north of England, and 
interview the nuns, when local interest 
in convents had been aroused by vio- 
lent attacks on the Church and religi- 
ous communities made in the district 
by an imported Protestant lecturer. 

When the bigot, who came from 
Scotland, over the border, had given 
his stereotyped talk on “Carmelite con- 
vents,” a local newspaper got the idea 
of making an independent investiga- 
tion. 

The convent chaplain secured per- 
mission for reporters to enter. 
When they had been conducted to what 
is known as the “speak room,” the 
riest left them and allowed them to 

to the rans ‘through the-grilt. 

The reporters found out that the 
nuns were happy, that they were not 
compulsory prisoners, and that they 
would not leave in any case. The re- 
porters, both non-Catholics, were con- 
vineed by everything they saw. 

An invitation was extended to the 
anti-Catholic lecturer himself. But 
when he showed his bad faith by con- 
tinuing to attack Dominican convents 
without first availing himself of the 
opportunity to get first-hand informa- 
tion, the invitation was withdrawn by 
order of the Bishop. The lecturer 
afterwards arrived at the convent and 
was refused admission. 

The chaplain stated he would not 
have allowed the man to enter, even 
without the Bishop’s wire, as, in view 


of his general attitude he had obvious- | 


ly made up his mind that anything he 
saw would not be genuine, but faked 
for the oecasion.

ows Being Sent Abroad at 
Government Expense On 
Pilgrimage to Resting 
Place of Their Heroic 
Dead — Indiana Mothers 
Listed. 


Washington.—A total of 740 moth- 
ers and widows of CathoMe war heroes 
whose bodies are in graves in France 
have signified their intention of join- 
ing Gold Star Mothers’ Pilgrim- 
ages, the first of which will leave the 
United States early in May, according 
to a comparison of the official list of 
eligible names just published by the 
government with files of the Bureau 
of Historical Records, N.C.W.C. 

The official list, House Document 
140, Tist Congress, was published re- 
cently. It shows that of 11,440 moth- 
ers and widows of all creeds who are 
eligible te make the trip, 6,780 have 
signified their intention of going, Of 
these, the total of 740 mothers and 
widows of Catholic - 
above, has been definitely veriiel te 
the Bureau of Historical Records. The 
War Department announced that the 
remaining 4,710 eligibles, of whom 8056 
survive Catholic men, have declined 
the invitation or have not yet made 
known thier decision. 

The staff of the Bureau of Histor. 
ical Records, under the supervision of 
Daniel J. Ryan, director, has gone 
over the official list of eligible mothers 
and widows and has listed those defi- 
nitely known to be related to Catholic 
soldiers, sailors or marines. No list. 
ing has been made of doubtful cases, 
but it is believed by Mr. Ryan that the 
list of the government will provide 
leads which will enable the Bureau te 
verify several hundred such names. 
The government records do not list the 
religion of service men, and it has 
been necessary for the Burean, in 
compiling its present list of Catholics, 
to check names with pastors, relatives 
and others who knew the men in life, 

The pilgfimages will be marfy and 
small, according to plans of Major 
General B. F. Cheatham, U. 8. A., Re- 
tired, who is in charge. This plan of 
sending the mothers and widows 
abroad in small groups was adopted 
because of the advanced age of many 
Gold Star mothers, who require par
